TENTATIVE OUTLINES 
AWAIT WILSON’S O. K. 


Bill to Inhibit Interlocking 

Directorates Most Impor- 
tant of Three Measures 
Drawn Up. 


Washington, January 9.—A general 
outline of the tentative draft of anti- 
trust legislation prepared by majority 
members of the house committee on 
the judiciary for action by the full 
committee, subject to a conference 
with President Wilson, became known 
tonight. 

While members of the committee 
talked with the president some weeks 
ago the proposed bills so far have not 
the administration stamp, and _ they 
will be discussed at a conference be- 
iween the president and the commit- 
teemen immediately fodlUowing’ the 
president’s return. 

The bills,’ drafted aftér conference 
between Chairman Clayton, Represen- 


tative Carlin, of Virginia, chairman of 
the trust sub-committee, and Repre- 
sentatives Floyd, of Arkansas, McCoy, 
of New Jersey and others, cover these | 
three main points: 

1,—Interlocking directorates. 

2.—Trade relations and prices. 

3.—Ingunction proceedings and dam- 
‘pee suits by individuals. 
Wilsen’s Views Followed. 

In every case President Wilson's 
idea of providing penalties for indi- 
viduals as well as for corporations in 
case of violations, has been followed. 
It was decided it would be better to 
draft several bills instead of incor- 
porating all anti-trust proposals in an 
omnibus measure, supplementary to 
the Sherman act. An attempt to de- 
fine combintaions and conspiracies in 
restraint of trade, as far as possible, 
has. been made in the bills already 
prepared.

The effect of the industrial corpora- | 
tion feature of the interlocking direc- 
torate bill, the committeemen say, 
would be of most sweeping character, 
cutting out the interlocking arrange- 
ments and enabling directorships and 
control to pass to a large army of new 
men, instead of keeping the industrial 
control of various lines of activity in 
the hands of a few. Under its terms, 
no officer or director in any indus- 
trial corporation engaged in interstate 
trade, would be permitted to be any 
officer or director in another indus- 
trial] interstate corporation in allied 
business. Manufacturers of railroad 
cars, locomotives, railroad rails and | 
Structural steel, or men engaged in| 
mining or selling coal, would be barred 
from becoming directors or other offi- 
eers or other employees of railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce. The 
bill would not become effective until 
two years after passage, to allow ad- 
justment of business arrangements.

Regulation of Prices. 


The bill designed to stop agreements 
for regulation of prices has drastic 
provisions. It is assigned to stop the 
fixing by wholesalers of prices at 
which the manufactured article shall 
be sold to the public and to prevent 
“big business’ from entering into con- 


tracts to e¢ontrol prices of any com-, 


modity. 

The measure on injunctions and dam- 
age suits would give individuals, as 
well as the government, the right to 
start injunction proceedings for any 
attempt at injury.

EXAMINER COMING HERE 
TO PROBE FEDERAL PEN 


Howard Will Withhold Action 
Until Department of Justice 
Receives Report. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 9.—(Special.)— 
The department of justice has dis- 
patched a special examiner to Atlanta 
to look into conditions at the Federal 
prison. Until he reports no further 
action will be taken by Representative 
William Schley Howard, who has been 
considering offering a resolution for 
a congressional inquiry. 

Attorney General McReynolds be- 
lieves that the mass of material which 
has been turned over to him does not 
make out a case of lax administration 
at the prison. He said there were af- 
fidavits as to cruelty in “isolated cases,” 
but he thought that cases were of 
such a nature as will sometimes occur 
in the best of regulated prisons. 

While guards guilty of misconduct 
should be discharged, he said, occa- 
sional infraction of the rules was not 
a sufficient ground on which to base 
wholesale charges against prison dis- 
cipline. 

Senator Robert M. La Follette, of 
Wisconsin, expressed to Representative 
Howard today his great interest in 
the disclosures concerning the prison 


and promised his aid in securing a con- 
investigation. should the 


Georgia representative finally deter- 


‘mine to press for one. 


Mrs. Ella D. Moore, who hae for 
many years been interested in prison 
welfare work, also conferred with Mr. 
Howard, and promised to send him 
some data regarding prison conditions. 

An affidavit from Charles Anderson, a 
former prisoner, which is corroborated 
by a statement from O. M. Shaw, a 
former guard at the prison, states his 
experience in being taken from the 
prison in a street car to an Atlanta 
medical college for an operation. An- 
derson states that five students flipped 
coins to decide which one of them 
should deliver the anaesthetic. Follow- 
ing.the operation, he said, he was re- 
moved to the prison in an ambulance 
and fainted several times on the way. 
His affidavit sets forth that the medi- 
cal college uses in its advertisements 
the statements that United States pris- 
oners are used in its clinics.

Battle Creek, Mich., January 8$.— 
“Bachelors often remain bachelors be- 
cause women are spendthrifts, and

Hooper Alexander Gives 
Opinion at Request of John 
Carey and Sends Communi- 
cation to City Attorney. 


NO NECESSITY, HE SAYS, - 
FOR CONFLICT OF COURTS 


Prefers to See Question of 
Legality Determined in 
State Tribunals--Law Con- 


stitutional, Says Author. 


Settlement of the legal status of the 
Ashley Atlanta 
may be determined through 
the medium of the United States courts. 

In a guarded statement. made yes- 
terday afternoon, United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Hooper Alexander took 
the position that the Ashley law is 
unconstitutional. He contends’ that 
the law conflicts with the fourteenth 
amendment of the federal constitu- 
tion, and particitlarly with that section 
which provides that no state or mu- 
nicipality shall pass or attempt to en- 
force a law which conflicts with the 
constitution. 

Frankly, District Attorney Alexander 
gave it as his opinion that any officer 
of the city of Atlanta who attempts 
to enforce the Ashley law can be in- 
dicted in the federal courts. 

Gives Opinion to Mayson. 

The government prosecutor has com- 
municated his opinion on the Ashley 
law te City Attorney James L. Mayson, 
and is substantially as above. District 
Attorney Alexander has asKed the city 
attorney to give his opinion as to the 
strength or weakness of the law, and 
it is regarded ascertain that a test of 
its constitutionality will be made. 

“I don’t want to be understood as 
being hostile to the municipal govern- 
ment,”’ Distric: Attorney Alexander ex- 
plainegd. “Aside grom its legal status I 
believe the Ashley law to be a good 
measure—one which I am sure will be 
a benefit to both races. But as a le- 
gal proposition it is my opinion that 
the law is not constitutional, and I am 
also of the opinion that an Officer of 
the city who attempts to enforce it is 
liable to indictment under the federal 
constitution.” 

District Attorney Alexander said that 
the legal status of the Ashley law can 
he determined without creating a con- 
flict between the federal and munici- 
pal government. 

“Any white man or any darky who 
is molested by the law can prosecute 
before the recorder,’ he said. “I would 
rather see it take that course. I am 
sure that the citv and state courts can 
determine the legality of the law in 
the state courts in a harmonious pro- 


cedure.”’

Features of Opinion. 


District Attorney Alexander stated 
that his communication to City Attor- 
ney Mayson was of a personal nature. 
He very courteously declined to give a 
copy of the letter for publication, but 
he gave a text of the most essential 
features. 

Asked if he would invoke the fed- 
eral statutes in the event he was asked 
to, District Attorney Alexander replied 
that such a course would not be his 
inclination. He emphasized his opin- 
ion that the status of the law should 
be determined outside of the federal 
courts and without application of the 
statutes. 

“But the constitution guarantees 
ifke privileges to all its citizens, and 
sh uld someone invoke the federal law 
I would act,” he said. 

District Attorney Alexandet admit- 
ted that John Carey, a prominent white 
citizen and property owner, had asked 
him for an opinion as to the consti- 
tutionality of the Ashley law. 

Carey is the father of Dan Carey, 
general manager of Atlanta’s park de- 
partment. 
der stated that he did not Know at the 
time he gave his opinion to Mr. Carey 
that an attack would be made on the 
law through the federal or the state 


courts. 
Believes Law Legal. 


Councilman Claude L. Ashley, author 
of the segregation law, believes that 
the ordinance as it now appears will 
stand a test in the highest court of 
t'.e state. 

“The law is almost identical with 
the Richmond and _ Baltimore ordi- 
nances,” he said.

MRS. DAISY GRACE DECLINES 
TO TALK OF DYING HUSBAND 


Philadelphia, Pa., January %— 
(Special.)—When Mrs. Daisy Opte 
Grace was shown dispatches from 
stating that her 


husband, Eugene H. Grace, would 
probably not live throughout the 
night, she declined to make any 


comment. 

Since she came uorth after her ac- 
quittal in Atlanta she has had no 
communication with her husband. 

She has a divorce suit pending 
against him, but through various 
technicalities, this has been held up 
from time to time, and though sev- 
eral hearings have been held before 
a master, no decree has as yet been 
granted. 

Mrs. Grace is living quietly at her 
home on Spruce street, accompanied 
by a maid as housekeeper, who 
nursed her when she was a child, 
and who has been in the family, and 
been treated as a member of the 
family, for forty years.

Eugene H. Grace is dying at his 
home in Newnan.

being is ending in failure, and it is 
reported that the man who was mys-

| two years ago can last but a few 
hours longer.

Hope Gone Now. 

While he has not done this, he man- 
aged to Keep an undaunted spirit in 
his wrecked and paralyzed body for 
nearly two vears after the fatal shot 
was fired into his spine. He has given 
up now, though, and, when told last 
night he must die, he calmly replied: 

“It is all right.” 

For the past two weeks Mr. Grace 
has been steadily declining, and Thurs- 
day night he took a sudden turn fo: 
the worse. He failed to rally during 
the day Friday and last night his at- 
tending physician, Dr. A. A. Barge, 
declared that his death might occur 
at any moment. 

He has retained consciousness to the 
last and seems to regard his approach- 
ing dissolution with perfect calmness. 
His mother, Mrs. S. L. Hill, and other 
relatives are at the bedside, awaiting 
the end. 

It was about two weeks ago that 
Grace began to suffer more than usual 
from extreme nervousness and seda- 
tives had to be administered at fre- 
quent intervals to quiet him. This 
trouble was aggravated by occasional 
spasms of acute nausea. For more 
than a week he has been. unable to 
take any nourishment except in liquid 
form. 

At 2 o’clock 
went to sleep, 
nounced that he would probably 
for several hours and might 
through the night. 

History of Case. 

The shooting of Grace at his West 
Eleventh street home in this city some 
time during March 56, 1912, was one of 
the most dramatic events in the crimi- 
nal annals of Atlanta, and there is in- 
volved in it a mystery which will prob- 
ably never be solved. 

Early in the afternoon of that day a 
telephone message was received at po- 
lice headquarters from Grace himself 
t the effect that he had been shot, and 
urginy the police to come to his as- 
sistance. On their arrival, the police

FREEING 7HE FARMER. 

The farmers of the United States are 
about to be freed from the comparative 
financial shackles that have, many years, 
held them in quasi-bondage. Such is to be 
the ultimate effect of a measure creating a 
system of rural credit banks, framed by the 


United States commission on agricultural 
credits and to be introduced in the house of 


representatives in a few days. The bill is 
the fruit of the commission’s last year’s tour 
of Europe, and is an adaptation of the prin- 
ciples of several of the old world systems. 
While it is not to be expected that a move- 
ment involving such widespread changes in 
our financial structure will be immediately 
materialized, the fact that both parties are 
committed to the idea insure that it will be 
expressed in legislation before the adjourn- 
ment of the present congress. 

The history of commercial and industrial 
expansion in this country has been a con- 
tant increase in facilities for broadening 
large and little enterprises. The business 
man with a worthy project has previously 
encountered little difficulty in securing 
sufficient credit on lenient terms to finance 
standing or new enterprises. Farming is 
the greatest and most fundamental of Ameri- 
can businesses. Without it all the others 
are vain and impossible. Yet it has been 
more difficult for the farmer to secure credit 
to sustain his operations, or to broaden 
them, than any other class of our citizenry. 
This has been largely because of our statute 
and unwritten laws that barred land as a 
gilt-edge security for loans direct from 
banks. That custom, in turn, rose out of the 
era of wildcat land speculation in this coun- 
try, when values everywhere were conjec- 
tural and titles more or less clouded. 

As a result of this condition, penalty has 
fallen not alone upon the farmer but upon 
the nation as well. The situation has pre- 
sented an endless cycle of wealth-making 
machinery slowed down in the greatest field 
of national endeavor, while in the other 
fields it has been speeded up to the 
maximum. 

Rural credit banks are designed to rem- 
edy this condition. By assuming land as se- 
curity, under proper safeguards, they will 
make it possible for the deserving farmer to 
obtain credit at interest rates on a parity 
with those enjoyed by other business, possi- 
bly even ata smaller rate. And all the farmer 
asks is that he be placed on a basis of 
equality with other business men, a condi- 
tion not now obtaining when we consider 
that the farmer today pays more interest 
proportionately than any other class of 
producing Americans. 

It is to be hoped the measure of relief 
will be quickly enacted. Our new currency 
system will not be symmetrical or effectual 
unless with it goes ample provision for the 
men who practically underwrite the wealth 
of America. 


NAILING THE PORK BARREL.

We are 
not a poor nation, and certainly we are not

hg up a decided objection to sluicing the

the only value of which is to boost the local 


political stock of some representative or 
senator. The people are discovering that 
the money thus lavished comes not from a 
mythical source, but from their own pockets. 
Realization of these facts is back of the 
steady demand for improvement. If Presi- 
dent Wilson can effect something tangible 
toward nailing up the pork barrel he will 
accomplish a feat second only to the other 
fundamental features of his program. 


WEIR MITCHELL, AMERICAN. 

Those who think they know something 
about the “strenuous life” and who are prone 
to associate it with premature decay may 
well study the life of Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, 
the famous physician-author, who died last 
week in Philadelphia. Dr. Mitchell died in 
his eighty-fifth year, and he was hearty and 
in possession of his faculties almost until the 
last. Yet not even among our vaunted cap- 
tains of industry, given to burning them- 


-selves out at the age of fifty and sixty, was 


there manifest greater or more varied ac- 
tivity than this man packed in his more than 
Biblical allotment. 

To the world of lay readers, Dr. Mitchell 
was known more widely as a writer of en- 
trancing novels, and of occasional short 
stories that stunned with their condensed 
power. To physicians he was and will be 
known as a great specialist in nervous 
troubles, whose books and methods are even 
now standard in many important branches. 

To mention Dr. Mitchell is to think of 
“Hugh Wynne, Free Quaker,” his strong 
novel of revolutionary days, and of half a 
score other well-wrought studies in fiction 
and character. By a curious coincidence, he 
begun his novel-writing in 1862 with a war- 
time theme, and his last novel, published 
only a few months ago, “Westways,” also 
has a theme from the civil war as its topic. 
Between these two mileposts he issued a 
seldom-stopping stream of novels, poems and 
short stories. 

On the professional side Dr. Mitchell was 
one of the greatest authorities on nervous 
diseases on either side of the Atlantic. His 
name is identified with the famous “rest 
cure” which he originated, and which was a 
regular part of his treatment. He could 
unravel difficult cases when no one else 
could. Withal, he possessed a gentle and 
sympathetic nature that made him a power, 
either in the hospital or when he mingled 
among men upon whom he was trying to 
impress his ideas. 

It can readily be seen from this sum- 
mary that this one man packed into his life 
as much work of sustained mental descrip- 
tion as any one in his time. Yet he lived 
serene through it all, preserving a continued 
poise and never stopping to emblazon his 
own efforts. It may be that he lived to his 
remarkable age because of the diversity of 
his pursuits. But at least if we look to his 
career to find an illustration of the vices of 
the strenuous life, we are not going to find it. 
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ADULT MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


Cutting down the disease and death rate 
by regular medical inspection of adults is 
the practical plan of the Life Extension in- 
stitute recently incorporated at Albany, 
N. Y. The institute has the indorsement of 
such notables as former President Taft, Wil- 
liam C. Gorgas, E. F. Rittenhouse, conserva- 
tion commissioner of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society, and Frank A. Vanderlip, 
financier, of New York. 

The project is founded on the soundest 
of common sense and the principles have 
been steadily preached by Commissioner 
Rittenhouse for the past three years. We 
utilize medical inspection to detect and re- 
move the diseases that threaten the lives 
and efficiency of children. Why should not 
the same method apply to conserving the 
health of adults? A large percentage of 
tatal diseases, perhaps the majority of those 
of a non-infectious and non-contagious na- 
ture, could have their terminus. indefinitely 
postponed if taken in hand in time. Yet the 
average man never calls in the doctor unless 
he is ill with objective symptoms, or unless 
he makes application for new insurance. It 
is the sad history of many of these latter 
cases that the first intimation they have had 
of a physical impairment comes from the 
medical examiner of an insurance company. 

The life extension institute expects to 
sow propaganda binding individuals to 
submit to regular medical examinations. 
whether or not they have suspicious symp- 
toms. In this way the first appearance of 
disease can be caught and the disease itself 
combatted before it has obtained a hold on 
the body. 

The plan here proposed should, in the 
long wt, visibly decrease the death rate. 
Such an influence for health loosened 
throughout the country would have its effect 
even on those who did not submit them- 
selves to its regulation. Wherever a consid- 
erable body of men and women subscribed 
to the propaganda they would have so intelli- 
gent a conception of the vital need of vigi- 
lance that they would impress their views 
upon any community with which they hap- 
pened to be identified. 

It is to be hoped that the movement 
based upon such proven common sense will 
make speedy headway in this country. With 
all our recent awakening we still are suffi- 
ciently careless toward this vital problem 
to justify the employment of every incentive 
toward activity.

| Efficient Housekeeping 
By HENRIETTA D. GRAUEL 


A Recipe for Bread. 


Before attempting to make bread be quite 
sure you know toward what end you are 
directing your efforts. 

Bread must contain air cells to be light 
or digestible and these are formed by the 
yeast plant. Put into 
the flour, the yeast 
grows rapidly and 
throws off a quantity 
of gas which spreads 
through the bread 
dough and lifts the mix- 
ture with it as it rises. 

This gas must all 
leave the flour mixture 
before it is baked and 
so bread is kneaded to 
squeeze it out and to in- 
troduce air, which sup- 
plies oxygen, necessary 
to growth of plant. 

When the bread is 
light the air cells have 
grown to the right size 
and the bread is put to 
bake. The increased 
heat stops the growing 
of the yeast and in- 
creases the size of the 
cells. 

Here is a tried and satisfactory recipe. 
It will make four large or s!ix small loaves 
of bread and requires six hours: One pint 
milk and one pint of water, one cake of 
fresh compressed yeast dissolved in a little 
of the liquid, two tablespoons of sugar, two 
teaspoons of salt, two tablespoons of short- 
ening, three quarts of sifted flour. 

Scald the pint of milk ana cool it, add 
the water to it, then the salt, sugar and 
yeast. Warm and sift enough of the flour 
to make a soft batter and add the shorten- 
ing. Beat this well with a spoon and imme- 
diately work in more warm sifted flour un- 
til the dough is heavy enough to turn onto 
a board to knead. It will be sticky and 
moist at first, but flour the hands and knead 
and coax it gently and soon it will work 
smooth under your hands. 

When it no longer sticks to your fingers, 
put looks Hght and porous and feels elastic, 
set it in a bowl and cover with a heavy 
cloth and put it in a warm place (about 80 
degrees). 

In about three hours the mass will be 
two or three times larger, as the yeast plant 
has been feeding on the starch and sugar 
and growing. Knead it a second time right 
in the bowl, letting out the gas and punch- 
ing in fresh air. Re-cover and the yeast 
will set to growing again. When light di- 
vide into loaves and half fill greased pans 
and let the mixture rise again, about forty 
minutes this time. Bake forty-five to fifty 
minutes.

is a great difference in various 
Persons who have made excellent 
northern states will not be able 
to get the same result with soft southern 
flour, and the way in which dealers store 
flour also affects the process of baking 
bread. 

Standard northwestern “flour will always 
make good bread, but the woman who uses 
it must also be a weather bureau as well 
as a baker, for every change in temperature 
affects the tender bread sponge. 

All bread makers have their troubles, but 
they are not flour troubles as often as we 
think.

THE TRIAL CF MARY. 
QUEEN OF SCOTS 


Mary, Queen of Scots, having been de- 
throned by her own subjects, and having fled 
to Hngland for refuge, remained confined as 
the wish of Queen Elizabeth for many vears. 
All during this time, however, it was claimed 
that she had entered into plots and con- 
Spiracies against Elizabeth, and many opin- 
fons were brought up as to what was to be 
done with her. Some thought that 
ous course should be pursued, as she was ill 
and would not live long, while others thought 
that she should forthwith be put to death. 

It was decided, however, to place her on 
trial; but upon what statute the lords dif- 
fered. Some thought she should be tried un- 
der the statute of Edward III, but others 
thought that the trial should be conducted 
under the new act of Elizabeth. After a long 
discussion of the matter, it was carried for 
the latter act, as being made for that very 
purpose. 

In the indictment the conimissioners «all- 
ed her simply Mary, daughter of James V.. 
King of Scots, and in part of the document 
named her as jQueen. The first meeting of 
these commissioners was held on October ll, 
1586, at Fotheringhay Castle. The following 
day Sir Walter Mildmay was despatched to 
Mary with a letter from Queen Elizabeth, to 
which Mary replied: “It grieves me much that 
the queen, my most dear sister, is suspicious 
of me; though I have given her full and 
faithful notice of several dangers that threat- 
ened her, vet has no credit been given to 
me, but I[ have been still condemned and 
slighted, though I be so nearly allied to her 
in blood.” 

On October 14 the queen was brought to 
trial. In the court room after silence had 
been proclaimed, the Lord Chancellor Brom- 
ley spoke a few words to this effect: “The 
most serene Queen Elizabeth being informed, 
not without great grief and trouble of mind, 
that you have conspired the destruction of 
her person, and the kingdom of England, and 
the subversion of our religion, has, accord- 
ing to her station and duty, lest she might 
seem to neglect hersélf and her people, and 
out of no manner of malice of heart, appoint- 
ed these commissioners to hear such things 
as shall be objected against you, and how 
vou can clear yourself of them, and manifest 
your innocence to the world.” 

The queen thereupon stood up 

“IT have come to England to solicit 
sistance which had been promised me, and 
yet 1 have ever since been kept a prisoner. 
lam no subject of the queen's, but was my- 
self a free queen, and therefore not obliged 
to appear before commissioners 6r any other 
judge, but before God alone, the highest 
Judge.” 

After this the queen of Scots announced 
that she was ready to hear and answer any 
fact whatsoever committed against the queen 
of England. Thereupon Sergeant Gawdy 
opened the statute, paragraph by paragraph, 
affirming she had violated the same, and 
then making a deduction of Babington’s con- 
Spiracy and mentioning Ballard, Morgan and 
others concerned in it, he concluded: “That 
she knew of it, assented to it, promised her 
assistance and showed the ways ana means 
of effecting it.” 

To this the queen replied that she did not 
Know Babington, had never received any let- 
ters from him, that she had never written 
to him, and that never plotted the de- 
struction of the queen, and that to prove any 
such thing her own handwriting should be 
produced. For her own part, she said that 
She had never heard a word of it and that 
she did not know Ballard. 

Then it was urged against 
letters to Babington were in 
of the court, and transcripts of his letters 
to her were read wherein the whole con- 
spiracy was set forth. To this Mary replied 
that Babington might write these letters, but 
“let it be proved that I received them. If 
Babington or anybody else does affirm it, I 
say directly they lie.” 

Then the lawyers proceeded to prove fur- 
ther that Mary was both privy to the con- 
spiracy and also actually conspired the death 
of the queen. Also that she had intentions 
to send her son into Spain and to transfer 
her title and claim in the kingdom of Eng- 
land to the Spaniards. To this Mary replied: 
“IT have no kingdom to dispose of or convey, 
and if she had were it not lawful for her to 
bestow those things which were hers at her 
pleasure?’ 

The trial continued the following day, 
when more testimony was taken, after which 
an adjournment was made to the 25th of 
October. On this duy her gecretaries, Nawe 
and Curle, having under oath affirmed ana 
justified all and every letter to be true and 
real and written by Mary, sentence was pro- 
nounced. She was beheaded on February §9, 
1587. She had been a prisoner in England 
about eighteen years, and was thirty-six 
years when she was executed.

This is no longer necessary, because 
fome years ago the city built a new water 
works and sewer system, thus driving out 
cholera and ruining several undertakers. The 
city is now healthy, but it can still be de- 
tected at a great distance with the eyes shut, 
particularly in warm weather. The street 
cleaning department is always a year or two 
behind in Naples. : 

Naples puts its best foot forward, like 
Chicago and Rio Janeiro, which are most 
beautiful from the water front. The.bay of 
Naples is One of the world’s largest works 
of art, and the city begins, six stories high,. 
at the water’s edge. The rich live in palaces, 
hotels and villas in Naples, and the poor live 
in a peculiar home-made sort of skyscraper, 
six or eight stories high, and so densely pop- 
ulated with people that there is scarcely 
room for the classic and ubiquitous Italian 
flea. The streets which run between these 
skyscrapers are so narrow that one mess 
of garlic, being cooked for dinner, ig able 
to flavor the houses on both ‘sides.

Dr. Dun- 
har Ogden delivered the invocation, 
after P. D. McCarley, vice president of 
the organization, had called the mem- 
bers to order. 

Mayor Welcomes Delegates. 

Mayor Woodward welcomed the del- 
egzates to the city and a response was 
delivered by Harry Hodgson, of Athens, 
Ga., who spoke in the place of W. H. 
McKenzie, of Montezuma, who was un- 
avoidably absent at the gathering. 

President B. lL. Bond formally open- 
ed the meeting by introducing Andrew 
M. Soule, president of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, whose address 
was the feature of the morning’s ses- 
sion. Dr. Soule advocated the farm- 
ers’ co-operation for improved seed 
in the fight against fhe boll weevil, and 
his statements were, in a large part, 
responsible for the resolutions passed 
by the delegates at the afternoon ses- 
sion. 

Kf. Lee Worsham, state entomologist, 
declared that “despite the approach of 
the boll weevil, the farmers of Geor- 
gia can’t afford to sacrifice it. Cotton 
is just as much a part of this state 
as is her climate,” he declared. 

President Bond, in telling of 
work of the association, urged that 
adoption of stringent measures in 
fighting the approach of the boll wee- 
vil, and said in part: 

Should Fight Boll Weevil. 

“Georgia farmers cannot afford to 
quit growing cotton. That is what 
our people know best. The boll weevil 
looks like a bad scare to some people 
who won't learn to farm, but, in fact, 
the cotton crop is subject to fewer 
pests than other crops. What we need 
in Georgia is a concerted action against 
this pest right now. 

“The hessian fly hasn't stopped the 
growth of wheat. Let's combine and 
work out a plan of effective campaign 
against this bool weevil and drive 
it from the state just as fast as it ar- 
rives,” 

At the afternoon session, which in 
reality was a continuation of the morn- 
ing session, as but a slight recess was 
taken by the delegates at the noon 
hour, a committee brought forth the 
resolutions referred to which will prob- 
ably alter cotton growing conditions 
throughout Georgia. 

The Resolutions. 

The resolutions follow: 

Whereas, it is undoubtedly true that the 
boll weevil is approaching the state of Geor- 
gia, being now encamped within a few miles 
of the southwestern border, thereby placing 
in jeopardy, under present conditions, 
cotton crop of this state, which 
average annual income 
$150,000,000; and, 4 

Whereas, it is of-the utmost importance 
to the cotton oil industry, as well as to 
the material welfare of all the people of 
the great state of Georgia, 
cotton crop of the state on its present or a 
higher basis of yield, in addition to the

PLANS ARE ON FOOT 
FOR NEW POSTOFFICE 


Special Committee Comes to 
Atlanta to Consult With 
Bolling Jones. 


A committee from the postoffice de- 
partment at Washington is now in At- 
lanta conferring with Postmaster 
Bolling H. Jones in regard to the pos- 
stbilities of securing more space to re- 
lieve the much-congested condition of 
the Atlanta office, with the result that 
Postmaster Jones feels assured that he 
will get about 3,000 more square feet 
in the present building now, and that 
in the course of the next year will 
get an appropriation for a new post- 
office building in Atlanta. 

This committee has with it a gov- 
ernment architect who will draw plans 
for the remodelling of the interior of 
the present building with a view to 
getting more space. 

These alterations, as at present 
planned, will call for the construction 
of a mezzanine floor between the 
ground and second floors, affording 
about 2,000 esauare feet additional 
space for the work of the Nixie de- 
partment ana tne general mailroom. 

Will Use Basement. 


Postmaster Jones has also applied to 
the department, and has every 4as- 
surance that his application will be 
complied with, for the use of 1,000 
square feet in’ the basement of the 
present puilding to handle the rapidly 
growing” parcel post department. The 
lan for utilizing this basement, space 
ncludes the construction of a big 
chute from the mailroom to the base- 
ment, down which the parcel post mat- 
ter will be sent. In the basement the 
parcel post mail will be “worked” an 
carried to the pavement to delivery 
wagons, which will distribute the par- 
cels to their various destinations in the 


city. 

Postmaster Jones also wants an au- 
tomatic carrying system installed in 
the mailing room to take Atlanta's out- 
going mails directly from the mailing 
windows to the distributing tables. 
This feature, however, is not yet as- 
sured. 

New Building Needed. 


Meanwhile Postmaster Jones _ is 
working, and with much co-operation 
in Washington, for an appropriation 
for the construction of a new postof- 
fice in Atlanta, which will handle all 
incoming mails and the outgoing malls 
of the south side of the city, 
the present building for the use of the 
federal courts and other offices and to 
handle the outgoing mails of the north 
side of the city. 

Should Atlanta get the federal re- 
serve bank for the southeastern states 
located here, it is regarded as proba- 
ble that it would make its headquar- 
ters in the present postoffice build- 
ing, which, Postmaster Jones believes, 
would require an entire floor of the 
building. 

Postmaster Jones has held confer- 
ences with Senator Hoke Smith and 
Congressman William Schley Howard 
in regard to the possibility of getting 
a new postoffice building, and both 
have assured him of their hearty sup- 
port. ; 

Postmaster Jones’ idea is to have 
the new building located somewhere 
in the neighborhood of Hunter and 
Forsyth streets, in order that It may 
be between the Terminal station and 
the union station, and at the same time 
so located that it would remain in the 
same relative position to both stations 
in case the union station should be 
moved west of the Forsyth streeet via- 
duct. as has been contemplated in the 
plaza plan.

AFFIDAVITS PRESENTED 


Prison Board Hears Appeal for 
Two Murderers Sentenced 
to Hang This Month. 


Affidavits were submitted to the 
prison commission yesterday to show 
that I. B. Hall, of Tifton, who is sen- 
tenced to be hanged on January 16 for 
the murder of Dennis W. Hall, is not 
a sane man, but is suffering from a 
number of paranoid affections. 

His attorney, L. P. Skeen, of Tifton, 
severely criticised Dr. James B. Baird, 
the Atlanta pnysrcfan, whom Governor 
Slaton had had to make an investi- 
gation of Hall’s case, and who report- 
ed him sane. He submitted affida- 
vits from Dr. J. D. Long, of Milledge- 
ville, a well-known alienist, who had 
made an examination of the condemned 
man, and from other specialists, as- 
serting their belief that Hall was in- 
sane. 

Affidavits were also submitted from 
Sheriff J. M. Show, Coroner Miller, 
other Tift county officials and the 
twelve jurors who tried the case, ask- 
ing that the sentence be commuted to 
life imprisonment.

lost and more than twenty-five 
sons injured, six of whom are se- 
usiy hurt, in a wreck of passenger 
in No. 3, on’ the Georgia Southern 

d Florida railroad, 60 miles south of 

Macon this morning at 2:32 o'clock. 
' Trailing in the wake of the wreck- 
ed train was the famous Dixie Flyer, 
the Chicago-Jacksonville train, south- 
bound, and a double disaster was only 
averted by a heroic flagman. 

The wreck was on Gum Creek tres- 
tle. After the locomotive and bag- 
gage cars passed over a broken rail, 
the day coach appeared to have been 
lifted skyward, then over the embank- 
ment and a heavy Pullman plowed 
into the rear of it. Directly behind 
this came the private car of Vice 
President J. B. Munson, of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad, and this, 
too, was carried down the 20-foot em- 
bankment into the swamp. Pullman 
sleepers behind were only derailed. 
Flagman Prevented Double Disaster. 

Above the cries of the injured and 
panic stricken passengers came the 
shouts of Flagman F. G. Varner, of 
Macon, himself badly wounded. 

“Lookout, the Dixie Flyer is right 
behind us,” he shouted. “Help me out 
and I'll stop her.” 

T. J. Pearson, traveling representa- 
tive of The Macon Telegraph, helped 
Varner out of the telescoped uay coach 
and Varner with blood streaming from 
his many wounds and one arm crippled 
ran back on the track and placed fuses 
and stood there with his lantern to 
signal the flyer to stop. He reach- 
ed the place just in time, passengers 
Bay. 

Garson Ingram, 12-year-old son of 
Postmaster B. F. Ingram, of Buckhead, 
and two unknown negroes met death 
in the wreck. Mrs. Ingram and her 
youngest son, Frank, were also seri- 
ously hurt. Another son, and John 
Ingram, of Madison, the boy’s uncle, 
wére not hurt. 

The Ingrams were on their way to 
Umatilla, Fla., where they intended to 
make their future home. Postmaster 
Ingram intended to join them later. On 
learning of the accident he came at 
once to Cordele.

WHEN CUTTER CAPSIZES 


Norfolk. Va., January 9.—The cap- 
sizing in Hampton Roads today of a 
motor cutter from the battleship 
Wyoming, flagship of the Atlantic 
fleet, which sails tomorrow for Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, resulted in the loss of 
the lives of four seamen of the Wyom- 
ing’s crew.

General Buckner’s death was due to 
infirmities of age. Mrs. Buckner and 
the general’s only surviving child, Lieu- 
tenant: Simon Bolivar Buckner, Jr., 
United States army, who is Stationed at 
Fort Thomas, were at his bedside when 
the end came. 

General Buckner was in his 9lst year. 
He was a graduate of West Point, had 
been a member of the United States 
army for ten years, was a veteran of 
the Mexican war; for four years was 
governur of Kentucky and, in 1896, was 
a candidate for vice president of the 
United States on the gold democrat 
ticket headed by Palmer. 

(eneral Buckner’s name is linked 
with deeds of valor throughout his 
service in the Mexican and civil wars. 
During the Mexican war he was brev- 
eted for ‘bravery at the battles of Con- 


treras, Churubursco and Milino Del Rey. , 


He was gracuated from West Point in 
1844 and remained in the United States 
army until 1855, when “e resigned. He 
entered the confederate army as a brig- 
adier general and successively was ad- 
vanced to the ranks of major general 
and lieutenant general. 


Was Governor of Kentucky. 


He served as governor of Kentucky 
from 1887 to 1891 and as a member of 
the Kentucky constitutional conven- 
tion in 1891. After being candidate for 
vice president in 1896 he retired to his 
home near this town. 

General Buckner died in the same 
house in which he was born April 1, 
1823. The old log structure had been 
remodeled from time to time and is 
one of the famous residences in Ken- 
tucky. 

‘‘eneral Buckner’s father, Colonel A. 
H. Buckner, also was a soldier, serv- 
ing in the war of 1812. He was de- 
scended from the Buckners of England, 
who settled in Virginia 
eral Buckner’s first wife died in 1872 
and in June, 1885, he married Miss De- 
lia Claiborne, of Richmond, Va. 

General Buckner was a close per- 
sonal friend of General U. S. Grant 
and was one of tne pallbearers at the 
latter’s funeral.
